WASHINGTON. 


Important Bill Introduced 
by Senator Blair. 


A Measure to Put a Stop to Reckless 
Naturalization. 


The House Debate on the Tariff 
Brought to a Close. 


The Senate R-jects a Presidential Nomination— 
Fuller’s Case Not Acted Up»n—A Los Gatos 
Youth Appointed to West Point— 
National Notes.

WASHINGTON, July 19.—[By the Asso- 
sociated Press.] Senator Blair today intro- 
duced a bill declaring that hereafter no 
alien shall be admitted to naturalization 
until he shall have been a resident of the 
United States for a period of five years 
immediately preceding the application for 
naturalization papers, nor until he shail 
prove by two reputable witnesses that 
during that time he has behaved as a per- 
son of good moral character, and shall also, 
in the presence of the Judge, speak, read 
and write the English language with such 
intelligence and facility as to prove his 
eapacity to transact business in that lan- 
guage, and by its use to become well in- 
formed in the principles of the Constitution 
and in the duties of an American citizen, No 
naturalized person, the bill provides, shall 
exercise the right of suffrage for one year 
after receiving his naturaltzation papers. 
Judges are forbidden to try more than 20 
naturalization..cases per day, and false 
swearing in such cases is declared to be 
sufficient cause for forfeiture of the per- 
son’s right of suffrage. 

THE SENATE’S SECRET SESSION. 
In secret session today the Senate spent 
three hours considering the nomination of 
Samuel J. Bigelow to be United States At- 
torney for New Jersey. Senators Edmunds, 
Evarts and some others yee his con- 
firmation vigorously, and he was rejected 
by a large majority. 

Fuller’s case was not considered today, 
but will be taken up tomorrow.

FIFTIETH CONGRESS. 


Wasuineton (D. C.), July 19.— [By the 
Associated Press.] Senate.— In the Senate 
today the House bill to accept and ratify an 
agreement with the Shoshone and Bannock 
Indians on the Ft. Hall reservation, ldabo, 
was leported and passed with an amend- 
ment. 

The following bills were taken from the 
calendar and passed: Senate bill amend- 
atory of the act of the 18th of June, 1888, as 
to postal crimes, declaring non-mailable all 
indecent, lewd, defamatory or threatening 
delineations, epithets or language, written 
or printed; Senate bill to prohibit members 
of Territorial Legislatures from holding 
certain offices; Senate bill relieving munici- 
palities in Territories, and in certain cases 
authorizing village and city corporations to 
issue bonds for necessary expenses to an 
amount not exceeding 4 percent. of the 
assessed valuation, in addition to their 
bonds of indebtedness for the ist of Janu- 
ary, 1888; House bill supplementary to the 
Pacific railroad acts, with amendments. 

The Senate then proceeded to the consid- 
eration of executive business, and when 
the doors reoponed adjourned. 

House.—Consideration of the Tariff Bill 
in committee was ended today. Proceed- 
ings opened this morning with discussion 
of the amendment offered by Mr. Mills of 
Texas, restoring the present rate of duty on 
tobacco. 

Mr. la Follette of Wisconsin charged 
that the motion made by Mr. Mills was not 
actuated by any sympathy for the domestic 
tobacco industry. The. amendment was 
offered, not because of any consideration 
for the industry, or because the farmers 
wanted protection, but because the amend- 
ment was calculated to help the Democratic 
party carry Connecticut. he an.endment 
was then agreed to without division. 

Qn motion of Mr. Spinola of. New York 
the present rate of duty was restored on 
pipes, pipe-bowis and all smokets’ articles 
not otherwise provided for. 

Mr. Springer of Illinois then left the 
chair (he has been the acting presidin 
officer during the debate), and address 
the House, e stated for the information 
of members that W day and eight evening 
sessions had been consumed in general de- 
bate, 151 speeches having been made, The 
debate ander the five-minute rule had con- 
sumed up totoday 28 days, or 120 hours, 
The debate would be remembered as the 
most remarkable that had ever occurred 
in parliamentary history. Ithad awakened 
a lively interest not only in our own coun— 
try but throughout the civilized world, and 
henceforth as long as our Government 
should endure it would be known as the 
great tariff debate of 1888. He then pro. 
ceeded to argue in support of the free-wool 
feature of the bill. 

Mr. Dingley of Maine ridiculed Mr. 
Springer’s argument, and said that protec- 

ton had. veloped the wool industry, and, 
if not brokén*down, would soon enable our 
farmers to produce all ti wool consumed 
: in the country. He then proceeded, in a 


general way, to denounce the Mills Bill. 
Mr. Bynum of Indians and Mr, Gallinger 


of New Hampshire spoke for and against 


the bill, respectively. 


y 

Mr. Butterworth of Ohio said the bil! had 
been framed and passed without consulta- 
tion with those who represented vast and 
growing industries of the country. It was 
not pretended that this so-called revision of 
the tariff hid been made, except from the 
standpoint of those who favored tariff for 
revenue only, which was another name for 
free trade. So far from stopping the in- 
crease of the surplus, importations would 
be increased under the operations of the 
Mills Bill. In November next the people 
would sit in judgment on the position occu- 
pied by each side of the House. 

Mr. Reed coutrasted the appearance of 
the Democrats at the beginning of the tariff 
debate with that they presented today, when 
it was about to end. Throughout the whole 
debate not a single speech was delivered on 
the other side of the House which did not 
contain the principles of free trade as 
plainly as they had ever been enunciated 
by the gentleman from New York (Mr.Cox), 
who was, perhaps, the only mau on the other 
side who was not afraid to express his sen- 
timents. There never had been an oppor- 
tunity when a Democrat could mouth the 
term tariff taxes“ that he did not put his 
tongue around it in an affectionate manner 
that did him good, if not some one else. 
Yet today the gentieman from Lilinois (Mr. 
Soringer) had stammered out some idea 
that he was a little afraid of being a free- 


trader himself. Why were the gedtlemen 


90 anxious to show that they were not so 
much iu favor of free trade? Why were de- 
tachments sent over to New York to give 
reassurances to doubting brethren? Why 
was it that the chairman of the Committee 
on Ways and Means, that lofty and cour- 
ageots citizen of Texas who dared to ex- 
plain his views everywhere, had gone to 
New York and declared that there need be 
no fear of free trade? Why had he swalk 
lowed words only four years old? Why was 
it that a crowd of mocratic newspapers 
were endeavoring to explain that after all 
they meant 40 per cent. robbery themselves? 
[Laughter.] It was because the gentlemen 
on the other side had begun to hear from 
the people of the United States. It was be- 
cause they recognized the fact that the peo- 
ple were 4 tavor of the American doctrine 
of protection [applause on the Republican 
side]; that they were in favor ot 
articles which the ple of America use 
made by the American workingman. And 
from now until election time the greatest 
effort of the gentiemen on the other side 
would be to explain away the declaration 
they had so beldly made, and to show that 
Cleveland was a genuine protectionist. 
Sega and lauguter on the Republican 
side. 

Upon motion of Mr. Mills this closed the 
discussion and consideration of the bill in 
Committee of the Whole, and upon his mo- 
tion it was reported to the House with fa- 
vorable recommendations amid hearty ap- 
plause from .the Democrats. Its further 
consideration was then postponed until 
11:30 a.m. Saturday. 

Mr. Dibble of South Carolina, as a ques- 
tion of privilege, called up the Allentown 
Public Building Bill aud the President's 
veto message, The report of the committee 
was read, recommending that the bill be 
passed, notwithstanding the veto. 

The House refused to pass the bill over 
the veto—yeas, 141; nays, 84; not the neces- 
sary two-thirds vote in the affirmative. 

The sHouse then took a recess until 8 
o’clock this evening. 

The only bill of public importance 
passed by the House this evening was one 
providing that the army be paid monthly 
whenever the Secretary of War shali so 
direct. 

The previous question was ordered on the 
bills retiring n. William F. (Baldy) 
Smith with the rank of Colonel, Gen. A. F. 
Smith with the rank of Captain, and pro- 
viding aid to State homes for the support of 
disabled soldiers and sailors, but no final 
action was taken.

In running for the office of husband, the 
caucus is the most delightful part of it. The

up despairivg man. 

The model husband comes home at dark 
tired and heart-sore; he has had to pay a 
debt of security or has had some other mis- 
fortune. The children have had a miser- 
able day at home on account of the wailings 
of the mother. What does the husband do? 
He lifts them all out of the siough of de- 
spond. He is reproved for not coming 
home sooner, and then his wife pours out 
all her little daily worryings to him. 

Here the lecturer enumerated a long list 
of little troubles of the wife so true to life 
that the audience was convulsed. 

1 if he can carry all this and put sun- 
shine in that house and drive out all the 
fog and smoke that the wife has been accu- 
mulating allday, he is a model husband. 
There are a few such. Most men would go 
down town and get drunk. It is no credit to 
be a model husband when a model wife pre- 
sides at home. The man, wounded and 
bruised in the battle of lite, goes home at 
night, and, soothed and cheered by the 
queen of his home, reciprocates by taking 
the load or care off her shoulders, and they 
have the caucus and honeymoon over again. 

A happy home is the basis of a higher 
civilization. The miserable army of tramps 
and the wretched array of drunkards are 
the legitimate fruits of rw homes. 
The home is woman’s kingdom. ith love 
as her scepter she can rule and have in that 
home contented, happy and obedient sub- 
jects. There are but few men who would 
not rally around a home where a contented 
wife lives and emulate the spirit of the pre- 
siding queen. The more we worry and fret 
over the disappointments in life the more 
we magnify its troubles. Love and worry 
cannot live long in the same house. Duty 
may take its place. It is generally ac- 
cepted that the man in the heuse is the 

1 author of all domestic calamity, 
but this is a gross injustice. I assert that 
wives worry as much as husbands and are 
equally guilty. 

if worry could be eliminated from human 
existence the rates of life insurance would 
be decreased one-third. 

It is claimed that man isa sort of bar- 
barian and tuat he has no inborn gentleness 
and sweetness. To prove this they point 
to the soldiers in the army and such like 
and say whata beast a man would be with- 
out woman. But suppose we had an army 
of women, or put a lot of them in a railroad 
car alone, how would they act ? 

Another point made against men is that 
the politics of e country is cor- 
rupt and 
sence of women from the ls. In 
New Jersey the women had e right 
to vote in Jefferson’s time—i. e., the un- 
married women. At the time I refer to, the 
election day came to decide as to the re- 
moval of a county seat.

But what has all this to do with the model 
husband?

Men should be cred- 
ited as well as blamed. The little credit 
man has had, I can but think, proves his 
innate worth and merit when he has done 
as well as he has.

He came smiling, and ked the 
convention, complimenting them on their 
wise selection, and said that he had occn- 
pied a similar position for 25 years in his 
own — A No doubt his wife was called 
a model wife. If you want to find out Dr. 
Willitt's idea of a model wife read the last 
chapter of Proverbs. It King Solomon 
could not find a model wife itis no use for 
any one else to try. 


Dr. Willitt made a mistake when he raised 
the standard of a model wife so high and 
made her anangel. Dr. Willitt weakened 
his case when he went toa man with a sur- 
plus of wives for his —— 1 find no 
similar authority on our side of the ques- 
tion. I know of no queen with plenty of 
money and a good salary with a like num- 
ber of husbands to quote from; and if I 
could, and she had the same literary ability 
of King Solomon, 1 doubt not but she would 
have had an + stad strong eulogium on the 
model husban 

Let us confine the discussion to the man 
that has but one wife and see if we can’t 
keep even with the learned Doctor. It may 
be expected that I shall draw a pen pieture 
of the model husband. This is too much. 
Men's environments and circumstances are 
50 different that it can’t be done. You can 
only deal in generalities, hot in particulars. 
I have known men, models when but 
riches spoiled them, and model wives lose 
their high grade sometimes from the same 
cause.

They may have been in the 
28 in the legislative halls, but they 
are in the minority at home, and the en- 
acting clause is stricken out of their at- 
tempted home legislation. Men, as a rule, 
are not the same in the home circle after they 
have had an oflice. What is the philosophy 
of this? There are, of course, exceptions, 
but they are rare. With a potriotism that 
is worthy of all commendation men will, 
however, accept office. I do not mean they 
seek office; that ig not the theory of our 
purified and reformed method of adminis- 
tering public affairs. 

„»The office shail seek the man“ is the 
noble motto in these happier days of civil 
service reform, and so say we all. These 
courageous and patriotic men simply stand 
round in the public places so that the office 
can smely find them when it starts out in a 


search for them. 


And let it be said to the credit of our be- 
loved country, there is not a single, solitary 
instance where the office returned empty 
handed. It has always found its man. 

It was not so under the old spoils system. 
It frequently happened that when the man

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CUDDY AND THE “MACS.” 


SOME DECIDED PEOULIARITIES 
OF A PECULIAR CHIBPF, 


— 


Officers Removed from Their Beats 
in Compliance with a Mac's“ So- 
licitation—The Dismissal of How- 
ard—Interference with a Private 
Patrol. 

Chief of Police Cuddy is nearing the 
end of his tether, and it is time to call 
a halt, Mr. Cuddy has always run his 
office prétty much as he pledsed and with 
but little regard for the law or the orders of 
the Police Commission, but, as he has sev- 
eral good points in his favor, very many of 
bis minor offenses have been ¢ondoned in 
the hope that he would see the error of his 
ways and give the people what he is capa- 
ble of, if he wishes todo so—an honest, 
efficient police administration. He has 
has not chosen to do this, however, but, on 
the contrary, has become more reckless the 
more toleration that has been shown him. 
From time to time Mr. Cuddy’s s m- 
ings have been shown up in Tue Ttxs, 
which that gentleman has never attempted 


to disprove beyond a few general state- 
ments when he has had himself interviewed 


in his party organ, and even then he dared 


not give names and dates. Oue of his last 
attemptin this particular line was pub- 
lished in Monday morning’s Herald, when 
he makes an effort to dispose of 
Statements pointed out 
Times regarding the relations 
between certain members of the “mac” fra- 
ternity aud the police department. In re-

records of Justice Austin under date of 
July 7th, “defendant committed.” Later 
in the day a well-known Democratic ward 
striker called at the station; there was a 
consultation with the Chief and the officer 
in charge of the office was instructed to re- 
lease Howard, which he did, the entry 
being made on the police blotter opposite 
by the Chief.” ‘Th 

facts were published in Tae Tres, and 


the following day Mr. Cuddy was 
quoted in the daily papers as de- 
nying the transaction in and 


attempting to justify his action i ten mat- 
ter. In further attempting to explain his 
case, Mr. Cuddy made the statement that 
Howard had been released as a result of an 
agreement between himself and Justice 
Austin. Before Justice Austin left for his 
vacation he was seen by a Times reporter, 
and that gentleman itively denied that 
he had ever been spoken to by anyone in 
regard to Howard’s case, and did not even 
remember the case until the name was 
given him by the reporter, when he kindly 
went over the records, and when he saw 
what had been done, said that the matter 
had been disposed of, so far as he was con- 
cerned, and that he had no further jurisdic- 
tion over it, nor had he ever ＋ to the 
man’s discharge. Messrs. Dun ~ 4 and Har- 
rison of the District Attorney’s office, when 
asked about the case, said that, in a legal 
sense, the Chief had assisted a prisoner to 
escape; that after he had been duly com- 
mitted the only legal way in which he could 
have been set at liberty was by a new trial, 
by the payment of his fine, by the serving 
of his sentence, or by on by the Gover- 
nor, and that the Chief had no right what- 
ever to turn him out. A number of other 
leadin — 25 of the eity were also inter- 
viewed, and ali expressed the same opinion, 
to wit, that the Chief’s action, in the eye of 
the law, was assisting a prisoner to escape, 
and that he had been guilty of a very serious 
offense under the code, as will be seen by 
section 108, chapter 3, which is as follows: 

“Every keeper of a prison, sheriff, deputy 
sheriff, constable or jailer, or person em- 
— as a guard, who frauduiently con- 

es, procures, aids, cobnives at or volun- 
tarily permits the escape of any prisoner in 
custody is punishable by imprisonment in 
the State Prison not exceeding 10 years and 
fine not exceeding $10,000.” 

There have been numerous complaints 
against Mr. Cuddy of a similar nature—that 
is, of persons being rel before they 
were brought to trial—but none where the 
legally imposed sentence of a court had 
been set aside and a man released without 
r the penalty of the law or comply- 
ing with legal requirements for the annul- 
ment of the sentence. , 

But.this is not all. There has been more 
or less talk about the Chief’s interference 
in other matters in which, as the head of 
the police department, he should not have 
been implicated, hut as definite oc- 
curred until Friday night late, when ex- 
Police Captain Benedict rushed up to the 
roe station and wanted to know “if Tom 

Juddy was Fapaing a merchants’ patrol?” 
When asked what be meant, he said that he 
had a private beat on New High street, on 
which he 88 two men, and that 
Lawson's also had 
there. He stated that on Friday night 
Chief Cuddy in company with Lawson’s 
man y, had © à tour of the beat 
and asked the weman who they were pay- 
ing, and when they told him he said that 
they were not compelled to pay any one, 
but that if they did pay they should pay 
Lawson’s man, as he was the only one who 
had ony right to be there and he would re- 
move the others.

Trying to Hush Un the Investigation— 
How "that Memorial was Drawn. 
The Chinese gamblers are very uneasy 
over the action of the Council in appoint- 
ing a committee to investigate the charges 
of bribery and corruption in that quarter, 
and are trying to cover up their tracks. 
Wednesday afternoon a “talker” was sent 
to the head men of the Ah Sam faction by 
Ah Mow, asking on what terms they would 
come into the combine and let the matter 
drop. The “talker” said that Ah Mow was 
willing to allow them to run three games 
without paying tribute, and that they were 
willing to pay any money that h been 
expended if they would decline to furnish 
the investigating committee with any in- 
formation, This offer was declined by the 
Ah Sam people, who say that they will now 
stay witb their proposition and show up all 
the rascality that they are capable of. 
There has been so’much talk about how 
that Chinese — got before the Coun- 
cil and as to its authorship that a TIuxs re- 
porter yesterday investigated the matter. 
It was learned that the petition had been 
prepared by James Burdette and Frank P. 
Kelley, two attorneys who were regularly 
employed by the Chinese for that purpose. 
Both of these gentiemen are well-known in 
this city, Mr. Kelley having for two years 
been Assistant City Attorney and Mr. Bur- 
dette having lived here for some time. The 
petition was brought up to the Council by a 
Chinaman named Ah Sam. The heathen 
whose name is attached to the petition, 
Wong Que, is not an ex-convict, but isa 
Chinese merchant who has been a resident 
of this city for several years and is known 
by the name of Charley Que. The China- 
men’s word must, of course, be taken with 
a reasonable amount of allowance and their 
motives closely scrutinized, but they are 
entitled to the bald facts. One of the men, 
it has been ascertained, did serve four years 
in San Quentin for murder, but the China- 
men say that his name is Wong Ho and 
they claim that he was pardored when it 
was found, on investigation, that he was

The new act ardin 
Chinese immigration has AN roy 
assent. It prouibits the further naturaliza- 
tion of Chinese, and provides that all Chi- 
nese leaving the colony except those who 
have been naturalized shall, on returning, 
be subject to the act. Chinese immigrants 
must not exceed an average of one to even 
200 tons burden of vessels in which they ar 
rive.

The subject 
of each paper was the same—‘“The Disci- 
pline Most Valuable as a Means of Prepar- 
ing Law-abiding and Law-respecting Citi- 
zens.“ 

MR. STRATTON’S ESSAY. 

The topic was treated by Mr. Stratton as 
follows: 

“Among the dangers which threaten our 
country are: (1) An absence of regard 
for the office of the civil magistrate. Men 
do not distinguish between the man and his 
official character. He is from themselves, 
neither worse nor better. He does not 
specially exalt his office, and many fail to 
see that his officé must, while he fills it, 
honor him. (2) A want of reverence for 
the laws ot the land. They, too, are from 
the peop|é—some of them frosh from the 
people. Why, then, should they be revered? 

“The discipline of the school should re- 
spect the dangers which threaten us and 
aim to avert them—should smite and throt- 
tle this pestilent young Americanism which 
respects neither persons nor laws. As far 
as possible our public schools should lie 
above the caprice or whim of the teachers, 
and upder established laws and recula- 
tions. The studeat should regard these as 
the Hebrews did their sacred ark—as 80 
sacred that they cannot be touched with 
the hand of violenee or irreverence with- 
out exposing the transgressor to the angry 
flash of avenging justice, The authority of 
the teacher should be respected for the sake 
of his office. Even when bis administration 
lacks wisdom, the student should be taught 


at home to the office and the oidlicer, 
rather than contribute by his example to 
the subvession of all order. The enforcement 
of this authority will call forth both wis- 
dom and tact. As far as the pupil can ap- 
weciate reasons an appeal may be made to 
ais intelligence. The personal influence of 
the teacher must come into constant play, 
sn order to enforce discipline. |

“Current Criticism of the Public 
School System Considered. 

SAN Francisco, July 19.— [By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The second day’s session of 
the National Teachers’ Association opened 
with a good attendance, but the crowd 
which assembled at the opera-house was 
not as large as that of yesterday. The 
theme for discussion this morning was 
“Current Criticism of the Pubiic Schoo! 
System and What Answer.” 

The first paper was read by John W. 
Cook of the IIlinois Grammar School, upon 
the subject “Schools Fail to Cultivate Re- 
ligious Sentiment to Teach Morality.” 

Miss Lillie J. Martin of Indianapolis, 
Ind., then read the following paper, en- 


titled. The Schools Fail to Give Reason- 


able Mastery of Subjects Studied :” 
“To ascertain something explicit as to 
he extent and nature of the criticisms upon 


the public schools, the following circular- 
letter was prepared: 


„Dear Sir: One current criticism on 


the public schools is that they fail to give 
reasonable mastery of subjects studied. If 
you think the criticism just, please state: 


(1) Why you think so. (2) Causes. (3) 


Remedies. If you regard this criticism as 
unjust, please give your reasons.’ 


Three hundred and fifty copies of the 


above letter were sent out, 250 being sent to 
people engaged in educational work and 
100 to business men. Fifty per cent. of the 
circulars sent to educators were unan- 
swered, 20 per cent. were apologies for not

ower down, ‘The river rose three feet in 
50 minutes. Roads, trains, coal _ chutes, 
houses and all are gone. The Wheeling 
and Elm Grove Railroad was swept away 
for miles, aud the road is covered six feet 
with water. Over the river the ruin is even 
worse, 

The storm lasted less than an hour. On 
the upper end of Eoff street, high on the 
hill, in the Second Ward, the water was 
over the tops of stoves and like objects. 
Wagons in the valley of Wheeling Creek 
were buried beneath the mud. 

The Chaplain-street and Eoff-street 
bridges are both gone and the Wood-street 
bridge is impassable. 

Nine persons living on Caldwells run are 
known to be drowned,and six houses on 
Caldwells run are gone. The list will 
doubtless be increased. The loss in this 
city will reach $50,000, and the damage to 
creps in the country is inestimable.
